WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)—

board freeze of prices. Food 
prices could be a major factor. 


This developed today following 
an announcement from fhe Eco- 

nomic Stabilization Agency that 
it will not now put into effect a 
temporary 30-day price freeze. 

The ESA ruling last night over- 
rode a plan advanced by Price 
Director Michael V. DiSalle. The 
argument that prevailed was that 
it would be unwise to move until 
there is a big enough control] 
staff to handle the work. 

Nevertheless,. supporters of Di- 
Salle clung to the position that 
current price increases are serious 
enough to warrant taking the 
matter up with Truman. They 
hope to so shortly, it was learned. 

Some government analysts say 
food prices might increase as 
much as 8 or 10 per cent in the 
next 60 days, lifting the cost of 
living 3 or 4 per cent. 

Sitting beside DiSalle, Valen- 
tine told reporters last night: 
“We have come to the decision 
that we do not plan any present 
across-the-board general freeze, 
ceiling or stabilization of prices.”

RETAIL EGG PRICE 
DROPS 4 CENTS AT 
2 GROCERY CHAINS 


Retail egg prices were reduced 
today by 4 cents a dozen in two 
of the largest grocery chains in 


St. Louis, reflecting a drop of the 
Same amount in the wholesale 
price here. A third chain will 
cut its price tomorrow for grade 
A large eggs from 59 to 54 cents 
and for grade A mediums from 55 
to 49 cents a dozen. 

The two chains that .reduced 
their prices today cut grade A 
large eggs, their heaviest sellers, 
from 63 to’ 59 cents. The same 
grade and size reached a high of 
79 cents a dozen three weeks ago. 

Dealers in New York attributed 
a wholesale price drop of 2 to.7 
cents there to a seasonal increase 
in production and lack of Govern- 
ment support buying of eggs. 

A dealer here mentioned 
weather as an important factor. 
“When the sun shines for several 
days, the hens lay better, there 
are more eggs and the price goes

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—If or 
when a decision is made to with- 
draw United Nations forces, which 
are 90 per cent American, from 
all of. Korea, President Truman 
will make it. 

Thus far the determination to 
stay on the peninsula, fighting

political import. The diplomatic 
point of view of the White House 
and State Department is not 
wholly shared by top military 
men here, but they are keeping 
mum because “that is a top level 


affair.” 
Story Is Denied. 

Denials persisted at the White 
House, Pentagon, and from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters in Tokyo, that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had recommended with- 
drawal of all Allied forces in Ko- 
rea, as reported exclusively by 
Keyes Beech, of the Chicago 
Daily News-Post-Dispatch foreign 
service, from Tokyo yesterday. 
(In Tokyo, Beech was still stand- 
ing by his story.) 

In the face of official denials, 
there is widespread. belief here 
that Gen. MacArthur is trying to 
force a decision, as between the 
diplomatic and points ve 
| view, in order to save his

MacArthur has asked for 
reinforcements of two divisions. 
There is no indication that they 
have been promised to him. He 
also wanted to bomb advancing 
Red armies and their supply 
sources north of the.

That was denied him by the 
United Nations, Washington back- 
ing up. the decision. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur is reported in United Na- 
tions circles to have said that, in 
view of those setbacks, he would 
eventually have to withdraw. 

Fresh Fuel for Debate. 

Meanwhile the Keyes Beech 
dispatch from Tokyo has thrown 
fresh fuel on the debate raging 
nationally and in Comgress *over 
Truman foreign policy, especially 
on Korean action. There is 
scarcely a member of either 
house in Congress who has not 
received a volume of letters de- 


Korea. 

The Administratior continues 
to operate on the principle that 
aggression must be punished; if 
it can’t be punished decisively, 
then :t ought to be made as 
costly as militarily feasible.

Reasons for Staying. 

Here is the essence of the po- 
litical reasons, as stated by civ- 
ilian officials, for staying in Ko- 
rea'as long as military authori- 
‘ties deem it possible: 

A high price tag should be put 
on aggression. Otherwise, the 
‘Communist appetite will be whet- 
| ted by the lure of easy triumphs.

—Red spearheads struck 70 miles 
south of the thirty-eighth parallel 
in central Korea Thursday while 
Allied planes blasted increasing 
Red war traffic south of Seoul. 
The Communists’ central front 
drive through the Wonju area 
slackened temporarily in a sleet 
and snow storm. To the south- 
east, however, a new Red col- 
umn: slashed within six miles of 
Tanyang, major road and rail hub 
35 miles below Wonju. 
Tanyang is about half way be- 
tween the thirty-eighth parallel 
and the old Pusan beachhead line 
above Taegu. 
Reds Beyond Osan. . 

Red units also were some two 
miles beyond Osan, 25 miles di- 
rectly south of Seoul. This indi- 
eated the Communists may have 
resumed their pursuit of the 
United States Eighth Army be- 
low the former South Korean 
capital. 

‘Allied planes pounded the Reds 
in a raging blizzard. They killed 
or wounded 1100 on the clogged

42,713 CASUALTIES 
REPORTED BY U.S. 
THROUGH JAN. 5

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (UP)— 
Identified American casualties in 
the Korean war totaled 42,713, 
including 6247 killed in action, 
through last Friday, Jan. 5, the 
Defense Department announced 
yesterday. 
| The total is 2537 greater than 
that announced a week ago. It 
includes, 29,306 wounded and 
7160 missing. -In addition to the 
6247 killed in action, the depart- 
ment said that 776 men originally 
listed. as wounded .or missing 
have since died, making a total 
of 7023 dead. 

Identified casualties are those 
whose next of kin have been offi- 
cially notified. Since that pro- 
cess often takes two weeks or 
more, the latest figures may not 
include many of the losses suf- 
fered in the new Communist of- 
fensive. 

Of the latest announeed total, 
the Army suffered 34,730 casual- 
ties, including 5530 dead. The 
Marine Corps lost 7186, includ- 
ing 1309 dead. Navy losses were 
465, including 62 dead. The Air 
Force suffered 332° eee. in- 
cluding 122 dead.

War If It Maxshals Re- 
sources, He Says on 
Leaving Holland. 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower §ar- 
rived here by plane from. Am- 
sterdam today to continue his 
talks with Atlantic pact nations 
about their contribution to an in- 
ternational army. He was greeted 
by leading Danish government 


and military officials. 

The general told a press con- 
ference before he left Holland 
that the Atlantic pact countries 
are trying. to organize an army 
to defend the dignity and value 
of the individual against dictator- 
Ship. He said there will not be 
another ‘war if the free world 
marshalls its spiritual, intellectual 
and material resources. 

“Much greater social -progress 
remains to be done,” the Eu- 
ropean army commander said. “But 
it can only be doné in a sense of 
security. We are not seeking any 
land. We are not seeking any 
victory. We are only seeking the 
right to live in peace.” 

Dutch Lack Money. 

Eisenhower, who is touring the 
Atlantic Pact capitals to find out 
what military resources they can 
coptribute to his army, made an 
overnight stop at the Hague to 


confer with American and Dutch 
officials. 

The Dutch told him they have 
the will and the men to make a 
major contribution to the Atlantic 
Pact army, but lack the necessary 
money and equipment. 

The situation in Holland is a 
good illustration of the enormous 
difficulties faced by the Western 
democracies. in their effort to 
create an Atlantic defense force. 
Here is what Bisenhower found 
in this country: (1) There are 
60,000 men in the army but they 
are organized in small units, with 
not one formation as large as a 
division; (2) these 60,000 mén 
carry light weapons or are ‘en- 
gaged in staff and office work: 
(3) There is a dangerous short- 
age of tanks, planes, guns, trucks 
and other vehicles; (4) the coun- 
try hopes to have three infantry 
divisions by the end of the year 
but this depends on_ getting 
enough equipment from the 
United States and Canada.

WON’T LOSE EYES 


ROCHESTER, Minn., Jan. 11 

(AP)—Four-year-old Carolyn Pur- 
cell isn't going to lose her eyes, 
and the cancer proclaimed to be 
threatening her life doesn’t even 
exist. 
That was the joyous report 
given by Mayo Clinic specialists 
yesterday to Carolyn’s mother, 
Mrs. Frank Purcell of Alpharetta, 
Ga., afte® eight hours of examina- 
tion at the medical center.

Examination at the Mayo 
clinic was suggested, but the Pur- 
cells had little money. 

The Shriners in Atlanta stepped 
in and supplied money for a plane 
trip. 

Mayo doctors said it will not be 
possible to tell whether Carolyn’s 
sight will be fully restored until 
prescribed treatment has pro- 
gressed. 

In Atlanta, Carolyn’s father 
broke into tears when informed 
of the Mayo diagnosis. 

“That shows what the Lord can 
do,” he said.

The eS ag near Employment Relations Board, which administers 
ail the labor laws in this state, 


whenever it feels that a labor 
operation of any public utility. 


After an injunction is obtained, 
if the board deems it necessary, 
the next step is conciliation. A 
conciliator, usually appointed’ by 
the board from its standing panel, 
has 15 days to try to bring the 
disputants together. The time 
may be extended. 


If the conciliator should fail to 
effect a settlement, the board 
.presents the disputants with a 
“panel of five names from which 
they may choose either a three- 
man arbitration board or a single 
arbitrator. Each side may strike 
names from the panel to effect 
a final selection. 


As in New Jersey, reported on |. 


yesterday, labor has complained 
vigorously against the law, but 
in actual practice has frequently 
pressed to have the law invoked, 
wh al the opposition of the other 
side 

The act has survived six attacks 
on its constitutionality in the 
State Supreme Court and is now 
facing two ae tests in the 
United Statés Supreme Court. 
In the more than three years it 
has been in effect, it has been 
invoked in 40 disputes involving 
28,723 workers. 


Charges by Labor. 


In the cases pending before 
the United States Supreme Court, 
labor charges that the law takes 
away its right to strike—a right 
expressly protected throughout 
the nation by act of Congress— 
without conferring any compen- 
sating advantages. 

One case involving the AFL 
streetcar and bus operators’ union

give Americans today. 

No one knows positive answers 
to these questions, including the 
so-caiied Russian “experts,” but if 
you live next door to the Russians 
in Europe—as 1 have since the 
end of the last war—the answers 
go like this: ; 

(1) The Soviets are apt to 
blunder through an aggressive 
act into a world war rather 
than start one deliberately. 

(2) The greatest war danger 
period since 1939 is from April 
through September of this year. 

(3) You must fight in Europe 
as long as you can, no matter 
how little you have. 

It is useless to speculate on 
whether the Kremlin is—planning 
a deliberate all-out attack. This 
would be the most. closely kept 
secret in the most closely guarded 
country in the world. The best 
intelligence agencies in the world 
frankly admit they would not 
likely obtain such top secret in- 
formatioin. The best they hope 
for would be a few days’ warning 
of a possible attack by external 
evidence such.as troop disposi- 
tions, buildups and similar move- 
ments. 

No Shift in Soviet Troops. 

On this count they all say there 
has been no significant , change 
in troop dispositions along the 
Iron Curtain through Europe in 
the past year or two. But the 
Soviets always have had enough 
there to overrun Europe. It would 
only need an order and minor 
shifts tod send them into action. 

The argument that the Soviets 

would not attack because they are 
“getting what they want without 
it”’° does not hold water. 
Hitler was getting all he needed 
in Europe in 1939 without war. 
He had the continent econom- 
ically in the’ palm of ‘his hand. 
He needed only to be patient. But 
he wasn’t. He miscalculated that 
the West would not fight. 

The danger seems to be that

The easy days of country 
snatching in eastern Europe 
are gone. Whether the Krem- 
lin recognizes this remains to 
be seen. Like Hitler it may be 
éncouraged by past successes 
to make another try. 


. This is the grave danger Eu- 
ropeans feel as they wait for 
the Russians’ next move. Since 
1945 the Kremlin has moved ag- 
gressively year after year. What 
will they do this year? 

This brings up the question of 
when? 

Any political move would have 
to be backed by Soviet military 
might. 

Starting in April most of Eu- 
rope is favorable to military op- 
erations. By the end of Septem- 
ber the most favorable period 
passes. This is looked upon as 
the prime possible war period 
in a year of decision. If the So- 
viets have decided to risk aggres- 
sion, they probably will never 
have a more favorable time. 

Western Europe is now at its 
military weakest. Its morale. is 
low. Many countries are divided 
by political quarrels. Although 
steadily declining, the influence 
of Communist fifth columns is 
still potent in key areas. The 
United States has not yet re- 
armed and has only a handful of 
troops in Europe. Great Britain 
is in a similar fix 

The western thilitary situa- 
tion in Europe cannot get 
worse; it can only get better. 
Therefore it may be felt from 
the Soviet point of. view 1951 
would be the year to strike. 

The big deterrent is the atom 
bomb, which Winston Churthill 


believes is the only thing now 


barking on all-out world con- 
quest. 

What can the west do in the 
event of attack, particularly this 
year? Should more troops be sent 
to Europe? Should the United 
States withdraw? 

Despite its tremendous 
vantages in manpower, trained 
troops and vast ground strength, 
the Soviet Union would have 
definite military weaknesses in 
fighting in. Europe, particularly 
in an extended campaign. 

These are: 

1. Low industrial capacity for 
their vast manpower. Soviet 

steel production is about one 
fifth that of the United States. 

2. Long and vulnerable lines 
of communication to western 
Europe. 

3. Uncertain satellite loyal- 
ty, particularly if the. Soviet 
should start losing or show 
signs of military weakness. 

Unquestionably. the Soviet 

Union could gain great initial 
victories just as Hitler did. Hold- 
ing their initial gains would be 
another matter. Western military 
defense plans are designed to 
take advantage of viet weak- 
nesses. 

First there is the atom bomb. 
A Soviet attack would be met 
with an all-out air assatJt by the 


‘United States and Britain with 
‘the atom bomb. 


Its aim would be to rip the in- 
dustrial heart out of the Soviet 
_Union if possible and further re- 
"duce its comparatively small pro- 
ducing capacity. It would shave 
the further aim of smashing long 
Soviet rail lines of communica- 
tion and cutting off sources of 
war supplies.

This is the reason why western 
military men are straining every 
effort to get some sort of forces 
into being on the ground in Eu- 
rope, although they know they 
cannot organize enough to hold 
a Soviet attack, this year or ‘next. 


To make the atom attack suc- 
cessful it is necessary to engage 
and drain Soviet forces on the 
ground. 


It would be exactly the same 
tactic Russia used against Hitler, 
trading space — men and 
supplies.

The consequences of such an 
assault are so clear that most 
Western European leaders do not 
look for “an unprovoked act of 
Russian -aggression.” It appears 
more likely that Russian aggres- 
sion would take a_ left-handed, 
indirect form as it has in the 
Balkans, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

Red Army as Backstop. 

The Red Army, in such case, 
might simply act as a backstop 
for an act of aggression by a 
Russian-led satellite army against 
Yugoslavia, Greece or Turkey. 

The other most likely role 
would be to back the formation 
of a “people’s front” government 
in a country like Iran or Iraq, 
eitheg by rigged elections, a coup 
d’etat or the armed revolt of 
tribesmen. 

In either case, the job of the 
Red Army would be to guaran- 
tee the immobility of American 
and Western European troops. 

In the first case—that is, a 
satellite operation—there would 
probably be general war.

T now seems possible to answer the old question .whether Free 
Europe will fight to defend itself against a Russian attack. Un- 
provoked Russian aggression against any member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization will mean a general war and unpro- 
voked aggression agafhst Western Germany, Austria or ae 
would probably have the same result. 


In the second case, the <oiltinn. 
ness of France and other Western 
European countries to fight would 
be more open to question. What 
they would do would depend on 
time and circumstances. 

Defense of Oil Fields. 

The British would join the 
United States in the defense of 
the oil lands of Iran and Iraq if 
Russian intervention was open 
enough. The others might not if 
the Russians distributed ultima- 
tums in their usual fashion. 

Granted. that the countries of 
Western Europe would all fight 
»in case of Russian aggression 
against a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty, how long would 
they be able to carry on the fight? 

The answer to this would de- 
pend entirely on when. If in the 
spring of 1951, then the Russians 
would probably overrun the West- 
ern divisions stationed in Ger- 
many or drive them quickly back, 
depending on how much notice 
they had. At the same time, the 
Russiaris would be given a brutal 
pounding from the air and the 
cities of Russia would pay a bun- 
dred times over for every West- 
ern soldier who died. 

If it happened in 1953, with 60 
Western divisions to meet the 
first thrust and more divisions to 
back them up, then the Russians 
would not have any walkover. 
Those 60 divisions, as good as 
they are expected to be, might 
very possibly defend Western Eu- 
rope at the Elbe. 

Defeatism Diluted. 

The defeatism noted by all vis- 
itors to France and Italy will cer- 
tainly begin to evaporate as the 
integrated force under Gen. Eis- 
enhower grows to its scheduled 
strength. The very fact of Eisen- 
hower’s appointment has dilut- 
ed it. 

Meantime, it will not prevent 
Russia from having to fight a 
general war if it marches.

Now the fight for justice for Mrs. Knauff is 
starting all over again. The Pennsylvania Demo- 
crat has not only reintroduced his bill in the 
House. He has introduced a companion measure 
to require hearings in all such cases in the 


future. Since Mr. Walter, a veteran of 10 ses- « 


sions, has sponsored much of the legislation 
concerning immigration, his interest in Mrs. 
Knauff and others who may be kicked around 
by stony-hearted officials is anything but erratic. 

Our Washington bureau now reports that 
Missouri’s new Senator, Thomas C. -Hennings 
Jr., is studying all the facts of the case with a 
view to sponsoring a companion Senate bill. 
Meantime, her husband, Kurt Knauff, has come 
to Washington from Germany, where he has 
been a civilian employe of the American forces, 
in order to help with her case, including the 
latest appeal in the Supreme Court. 

We repeat what we have said many times 
before. There may be some good reason why 
Mrs. Knauff should not be admitted. If there 
is, then let the Department of Justice go before 
Congress and make that crystal clear—or let a 
commission of citizens in whom all will have 
confidence receive the information and ‘make 
a public report as to its informed belief. 

But the way to be convincing is not through 
resort to the star-chamber. It is not by sudden 
arrests and repeated attempts to fire a stranger 
out of the country. It is not by official efforts 
to circumvent the will of the federal courts to 
permit an appeal, as Justice Jackson so indig- 


nantly noted when his quick work on the side | 


of justice prevented a stealthy deportation.

He unlimbered his 
typewriter, and used it like a clattering machine- | 
gun against provincialism, narrowness, pettiness 
and meanness in America—in .the small town, 
in business, in the pulpit, and even in the tem- 
ples of scientific progress. He preached against 
smugness ‘and what. Carl Van Doren engeee 
“dullness made God.” . 

‘And will be saying now that he was a 
. preacher whose word was heard, that he changed 
Main Street. Or, anyway, that Depression and 
War changed Gopher Prairie, George F. Bab- 
bitt, Dr. Arrowsmith’s foundation, and maybe 
even the Rev. Mr. Gantry. 

Some changes certainly have occurred in 
these people and places. The Depression shocked 
the smug complacency at which Sinclair Lewis 
aimed. And it was tmpossible for millions of 
Americans to fight their way to Berlin and 
Tokyo without getting a notion that there is 
a sizeable world, and one of some consequence, 
beyond the Minnesota prairie horizons. ' 

But it is a question whether the change is 
as deep as it is supposed to be. Listen to Ken- 
neth Wherry or Joe McCarthy on the floor 
of the Senate and you can almost hear the 
argument in Dave Dyer’s drug store: 

Maybe it wasn’t exactly regular, but what’s 
» the odds? They knew this fellow would try 

to stir up trouble. Whenever it comes right 

down to a question of defending American- 
ism and our constitutional rights, it’s justifi- 
able to set aside ordinary procedure. 

If anything, that is too sweet and reasonable 
for these days of the McCarran Internal Se- 
curity Act. There still are troglodytes like 
Jackson Elder and Ezra Stowbody holding forth 
on the unions, the servant problem, and the 
necessity for getting tough with those foreign- 
ers who will not raise a finger in their own 
defense. No, they did not all pass away with 
The Weekly Dauntless, the Jolly Seventeen and 
the Thanatopsis Club. It still is, in Carol Ken- 
nicott’s words, “one of our favorite American 
myths that broad plains necessarily make broad 
minds, and high mountains make high purpose.” 

In “Main. Street” as in all his more impor- 
tant books, Lewis raises the banner of re- 
bellion. He is a rebel against the tawdry, the 
cheap and the false, the vindictive and the 
merciless. At a time when these are to be found 
on far higher levels than those of the barber 
shop or the bridge party, his banner, we hope, 
still commands followers. 

Sinclair Lewis was indignant about Gopher 
Prairie and America, but he liked them. Pretty 
clearly, he knew that human beings, capable 
as they may be of improvement, are not likely 
to change very much. And he did not expect too 
much of them, not even of his heroes and 
heroines. Carol Kennicott did go back to Main 
Street, confessing defeat. But on the last page 
of her story Sinclair Lewis enabled her to say: 

But I have won this: I’ve never excused my 

failures by sneering at my aspirations, by 

pretending to have gone beyond them. I do 
not admit that Main Street is as beautiful 
as it should be! I do not admit that Gopher 

Prairie is greater or more generous than 

Europe! I do not admit that dish-washing, 

is enough to satisfy-all women! I may not 

have fought the good fight, but I have kept 
the faith! 

Sinclair Lewis, we hope, will be inspiring to 
quite a few more generations of Americans to 
keep the faith. For the rest, we leave him 


to the critics, teachers and literary historians.

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Income Tax Pains Are Better 

With Americans looking forward to being 
taxed “until it hurts” to pay for rearmament, 
the idea of a Federal sales tax already is being 
bandied about the halls of Washington. | 

The political appeal of such a tax is not hard 
to see. In contrast to the annual blow to the tax- 
payer of seeing a major portion of his taxes 
added together on his income tax return, a sales 
tax could lift some 10 to 15 billion dollars a 
year from taxpayers’ pockets via the presumably 
less painful method of taking a cut every time 
a cash register rings. 

But a sales tax is notoriously one of the most 
unjust of taxes. It does not incorporate suffi- 
ciently the principle of ability to pay. The rich 
do pay more in sales taxes than the poor, be- 
cause they usually buy more goods and more 
expensive goods. But the tax on a bottle of 
milk is the same, no matter -who buys it, and 
the sales tax consequently shifts too much of, 
the load to those least able to pay. 

Furthermore, a sales tax would raise severe 
complications in trying to stabilize prices and 
wages at approximately the present level. And 
it would invade a field of taxation which has 
been and should continue to be reserved to 
hard-pressed states and local governments.

While the Chinese Communist Army was 
overrunhing China in the civil war years, 
from 1946 to 1949, it was difficult to get 
Westerners to accept the idea that here 
were Chinese troops that could fight—and 
fight well. For a time the old cliches 
about “Chinese style” fighting persisted 
even among foreigners who lived in Chi- 
nese cities fargmemoved from the early 
civil war battle 

All this may have been true in the days 
of the war lords. But it‘is no longer true, 
as indicated by the kind of fighting the 
Chinese Communists have been doing in 
Korea. It has not been true for some time. 

At Hsuahow, gateway to the Nationalist 
capital of Nanking, they demonstrated 
what the Chinese refer to as jen hai tac- 
tics. Without regard for casualties they 
kept coming and coming and coming. 

This is what*the outnumbered United 
Nations forces have been up against in 
Korea—jen hai, a “human sea.’ 

The present alias ranks of the Chi- 
nese Communist Army include a large 
number of defected Nationalist troops and 
pre-Liberation guerrillas. As has always 
been the case in China, however, the basic 
raw material is the Chinese peasant—Lao 
Pai Hsing (Old Hundred Names), with pli- 
ability, stamina and powers of endurance 
far beyond those of the average mortal. 

Unlike previous rules in China, the 
Communists have exalted the ordinary 
ping (soldier) and given him a position 
far above the low estate he once occupied. 


The Commissar System 


Although the officers have come to en- 
joy more privileges than the private, the 
private is still made to-feel that he is par- 
ticipating in a democratic community 
where he is on a par with all others. 


Communists talk of political, military 
and economic democracy in their army— 
political, because the private can examine 
the commanders and commissars at “criti- 
cism meetings”; military, because he can 
make suggestions on tactics at such meet- 
ings; economic, because the combatants 
participate in the management of unit fi- 
nances, each platoon appointing a repre- 
sentative to the company economic com- 
mittees under “democratic centralism.” 


Political commissars watch over the in- 
doctrinations and political control of the 
troops down to platoon and d levels. 
The commissar stands alongside the mili- 
tary commander at each echelon, and he 
has the power of final decision.unless the 
commander is a ranking party official. 

In any case, the higher discipline of the 
party prevails. One of the slogans of the 
“People’s Liberation Army,” as it is now 


called, has been: “Kwan p’ ‘a ping, ping ‘p’a 


min, ‘chun-min pa tang”’—“The officer 
fears the soldier, the soldier fears the peo- 
ple, and the army and people fear the 
party.” .

Fierce and Fanatical 


Although some soldiers in the Commu- 
nist Army have shown themselves capable 
of sullen gruffness, cruelty and manhan- 
dling others, it is, for the most part, an 
unusual army in its adherence to the rules 
of rectitude laid down by the party. 

This attitude does not, spring from an 
innate predisposition to be model soldiery. 
It has been instilled by indoctrination. 

Notwithstanding the “Three Disciplines” 
and “Eight Rules” including the rule that 
no prisoner must be maltreated, the Com- 
munist soldier is certainly not a model of 
compassion on the battlefield. Once the 
fighting starts he gives no quarter and 
does not shrink from practices considered 
barbarous by Westerners. 

As demonstrated by his “suicide attacks” 
in Korea and| the slaying of wounded pris- 
ohers on the |battlefield, he is a fierce, fa- 
natically courageous and savage opponent 
under fire—contemptuous of human life, 
filled with hatred for the. enemy and 


hopped up on the propaganda fed him by | 


the political commissars. 

It is not mercy but the fundamental aim 
of-speeding up victory and advancing the 
revolution that governs the treatment of 


_ prisoners removed to the rear areas. The 


prisoner himself is a subject for reindoc- 
trination and|a political instrument where- 
by others of liis like may be disarmed, ide- 
ologically and militarily. During the civil 
war the Communists found it expedient to 
free. many captured Nationalist soldiers 
who rejoined the Nationalists and then got 
other Nationalist soldiers to desert.

Open surgery will enable the 
surgeon to take more time and 
work with more precision, as well 
as allowing him direct vision, Dr.

1820 RECORDS SHOW 
CITY PROPERTY TAX 
RECEIPTS OF $3951 


City tax receipts from real es- 
tate and other property in the 
year 1820, when Auguste Chou- 
teau. was the richest man in 
town and the owner of 40 slaves, 
totaled $3951, an 1820 assessor’s 
book, found today by Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter indicates. Tax 


rate was 35 cents on each $100 
property valuation, compared 
with a total of $2.75 for all pur- 
poses today. 


Assessed valuation of property 
here totaled only $1,128,880 at 
that time. A large number of 
the names of property holders in- 
dicated French origin, with a 
sprinkling of persons designated 
as widows and Negroes in the list 
of 400 on the tax rolls. 


Among breweries listed was 
that of Murphy & Neagle, valued 
at $8000. Other holdings includ- 
ed tanyards, cattle and other 
livestock. The take of $3951 com- 
pares with a total of $8,094,000 
in real estate taxes paid here in 
1948 through Nov. 30 and $1,- 
105,000 in tangible personal taxes 
through the same period. 

Carpenter said he would turn 
over his find, which he came 
across in a vault, along with two 
other interesting old record books, 
to the Missouri Historical Society. 
Script in the 1820 assessor’s book 
was a model of flowing and clear 
penmanship, except in the as- 
sessor’s signature. This appears 
to be “M. E. Musick,” but the 
style was so ornate no one in 
Carpenter’s office was quite sure. 


EMIL FREY DIES 
AT 83, LIEDERKRANZ 
CHEESE DEVELOPER 


VAN WERT, O., Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Emil Frey, 83-year-old discoverer 
of Liederkranz cheese, died today 
after a long illness. Frey de- 
veloped the cheese by accident a 
little more than 50 years ago. 

In 1893, Frey began working on 
a domestic version of a popular 


imported cheese called Bismark 
schlosskaese on commission from 
a New York delicatessen. At the 
time, Frey was’ working for the 
Monroe Cheese Co., in Monroe, 
N. Y. 

For two years, Fréy tried all 
types of curds, molds and curing 
processes but before he de- 
veloped an American Bismark 
schlosskaese he stumbled on 
something else. It was a gold» 
crusted, soft-ripening, spready 
cheese that became even more 
popular than Bismark. 

Frey named the new cheese 
Liederkranz in honor of the sing- 
ing society to which his boss be- 
longed. The name means literally 
“wreath of song.” 

The cheesemaker and his asso- 
ciates moved to Van Wert, O., in 
1926 to insure a larger supply of 
high-quality milk. The Borden 
Co. bought out Frey in 1929, but 
Frey remained as manager, until 
he retired several years ago.

In 1938, °39 
and °40 the speeches and state- 
ments of America Firsters were 
being prominently displayed in 
the official newspapers of Nazi 
Germany, conspicuously in Hit- 
ler’s Voelkischer Beobachter. 

They were put out to the Ger- 
man public because they con- 
firmed the private convictions of 
the Nazi leaders. Hitler and the 
men around him were convinced 
that Americans were so deeply 
divided they could never be uni- 
fied to resist the Nazi scheme of 
world aggression. ) 


No Proof of Red Intent. 


The public memory is short. 
Nevertheless, it must have come 
as a surprise to many to find 
Taft saying in his Senate speech, 
“There is sufficient evidence of 
a determined plan to Communize 
the entire world, which can be 
clearly outlined from the writings 
of Lenin and Stalin just as Hitler’s 
intention could be found in Mein 
Kampf.” 

Yet. in 1940, Taft gave no in- 
dication that he understood the 
meaning of Hitler’s blueprint for 
world domination. In that year 
after Germany had overrun West- 
ern Europe and Britain was being 
subjected to bombings that 
seemed in preparation for an as- 
sault, Taft said: 

“I do not know what the Ger- 
mans may do, and no one knows 
what they may do until they are 
freed from the present war and 
have an opportunity to show. 
When they do, we can adopt the 
Same methods.”

}series of so-called peace confer- 


ces beginning with the one in 
the Waldorf-Astoria in New York 
have been staged to build up in 
the minds of people everywhere 
the theme that the Soviets love 
peace. 

The Stockholm peace petition 
has been circulated in every coun-. 
try where it has not been banned 
and millions have signed it. 
has taken time, energy and money 
on the part of world Communism, 
all with the goal of underscoring 
the Russian desire for peace. 

This has not been done, we 
may be sure, for reasons of idle 
sentiment. It is a carefully con- 
structed mask to hide the true 
design of Soviet imperialism. Sev- 
eral million North Koreans signed 
the peace petition. When the 
Communist attack on South Ko- 
rea occufred, it was represented 
as being in response to “aggres- 
sion” by the South Koreans. 


Step Toward Conquest. 


That is the pattern. It is highly 
improbable that the Soviet Union 
intends to launch an attack on 
the United States. But when the 
East German “police force,” 
which is being transformed more 
and more openly into a Commu- 
nist army with modern weapons, 
attacks the West Germans, it will 
be represented by Moscow as an 
attempt by the peace-loving East 
Zone to put down the aggression 
of the imperialist West Zone. . 

Yet, that would b# the first 
step toward the Communist con- 
quest of Western Europe. And if 
it was to proceed unchecked, it 
would make any further defense 
of that area impossible. 

Here, in my opinion, is where 
Taft’s words are useful to the 
Kremlin. |

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP)—President Ford Frick and National 
League club owners meet here today to discuss radio policy that 
will offer as much help to the minor leagues as possible. 


“Our meeting will have nothing 
to do with the world series broad- 
cast or even the contracts by in- 
dividual clubs for*their Yocal out- 
lets,” Frick said. 

“Primarily, we are going to try 
to find out what. we are going 
to do about chain broadcasting.” 

Frick said recently it’s “a heck 
of a problem, We've got to help 
minor league baseball. We'd be 
silly if we didn’t. 


“What broadcasters of big 
league games can do to help is to 
sell minor league baseball to fans. 
A fellow bringing in a big league 
game to minor league territory 
should make every effort to plug 
that particular minor - league 
team. The minors, however, must 
co-operate by furnishing the nec- 
essary information on their par- 
ticular clubs and players.” 

The effect of television on ma- 
jor league clubs may also be dis- 
cussed.

Mushrooms have been apfly 
‘scribed as “the little vegetable 
with ‘the big flavor,” and five 
years of extensive research at Am- 
herst College have proven that 
they .are really loaded with’ vita- 
mins, minerals and proteins. They 
are an excellent source of B- 
complex vitamins, and are higher 
than most fruits and vegetables 
in copper and iron. 

‘ Their delicate flavor probably 
accounts for their steady growth 
in popularity. Don’t think of 
them merely as garnishes or ex- 
tenders for more hearty dishes. 
They can be used in efdless 
ways. Try adding them to scram- 
bled eggs, or combining them 
with shrimp in'a casserole. An- 
other unusual dish is a mushroom 
and potato salad in tomato aspic.

“The desirable characteristics

Breakfast, despite the beliefs of 
many, is the most important meal 
of the day. After a good night's 
rest thé bodily forces must be 
repaired. If it is to do a good job 
during the day to come, it must 
receive its quota of nourishment. 
And this does not mean a cup of 
black coffee and a piece of unbut- 
tered toast. 

To be ample the breakfast 
should consist of a fruit or vege- 
table juice;-a cereal with sugar, 
milk or cream to give energy, 
vitamins and minerals. Then 
there should be a bread, either 
toast, hot muffins, hot waffles of 
some type of coffee cake. As a 
close there should be a beverage, 
coffee or cocoa for adults and 
milk for children. 

Here-are some recipes that will 
put a new and cheerful face on 
your breakfast menus: 

Cinnamon Flake Kuchen. 

One-fourth cup shortening. 

One-third cup sugar. 

One egg. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

One and one-half cups sifted 
flour. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

Blend shortening and sugar, 
add egg and beat well.

taurants there. He came here in| 
1946 to enroll at Washington Uni- | 
versity, from which he received | 
his Bachelor of Science degree 
last June, and is now doing grad- 
uate work at St. Louis University. 

His interest in food dates back 
to his childhood in Istanbul, when 
he was assigned the chore of do- 
ing the family marketing.

into a good film. At the start, it recaptures some of the 
barbaric, somber atmosphere of the island, the roots of its 
social code in touchy pride, burning hatred and fanatical | 
vengeance, which kept death-vows between families running 
for generations. But half-way through, W. R. Burnett's screen- 
play begins to stray from Merimee’s line, to falter and get 
a synthetic air in an attempt to whitewash the fanatic Columba 
and her brother, and the tragic ending is both mechanical 

and unconvincing. 

Miss Domergue, who had six years of dramatic training 
under Hughes's direction before being cast in the film, is 
adequate, until the ending, really not too bad for an inexpe- 
rienced actress in a tempestuous, intense role which might

To Loan or Not to Loan. 


ORFOLK: Our English class 

is divided over the use of the 

word loan as a verb, as, “I 
shall loan you the.money.” We'll 
accept your word for it.—E.M.H. 

A. Time was when it was very, 
incorrect to use-loan as a verb. 
The then correct verb was lend, 
and the past tense was lent, as I 
shall lend you ,the money; the 
bank lent me the money. 

But popular usage finally pre- 
vailed. The correctness of the 
verb to loan is now recognized 
by practically all modern authori- 
ties: I shall loan you the money; 
the bank loaned me the money. 

However, lend and lent are also 
correct, and many persons prefer 
them for the verbs, using loan 
as a noun only: The bank granted 
me a loan. 

Q. I contend that the word take 
is incorrect in such sentences as 
“I hope you don’t take sick.” 
What about it?—U.H. 

A. The word take may properly 
be used in a large number of 
meanings. But there are certain 
usages that are frqgwned on as 
illiterate or dialectal by the au- 
thorities. A few of the common- 
est abuses follow: 

Avoid: “I hope you don’t take 
sick.” 

Better say: I hope you don’t be- 
come sick (or ill), 

Avoid: “Leave me take your 
pencil.” There are two errors 
here. 

Better say: Let me borrow your 
pencil. 

Wrong: “He took and bought a 

Right: He bought a car. 

Wrong: “She has taken down 
with a cold.” 

Right: She has taken cold. Or: 
She caught a cold.

many of the so-called dog experts 
will dispute the claim that a dog 
is unable to think. While it’s true 
that a dog very often_appears to 
perform some sensational act as 
a result of thinking, these likely- 
looking performances are nothing 
more or less than the manifesta- 
tion of habit, or of association in 
the dog’s mind of the act with 
something symbolic in.relation to 
either habit or instinct. 

Take hunting dogs. Great won- 
derment is often expressed at 
their :eemingly amazing achieve- 
ments.

South, had an excellent break 
when West decided to open the 
diamond ace. A club lead would 
have written quite a different 
ending to this tale! As it was, 
South: ruffed the diamond ace, 
then led a trump to dummy’s 
eight and ruffed another dia- 
mond. Next although he did not 
require the heart finesses for 
a trick, he nevertheless took it 
because he intended to strip 
hearts as well as diamorids from 
the North hand, and if he didn’t 
finesse, he would find himself 
out of trumps when the crucial 
point arrived. 

After winning with the heart 
queen, declarer cashed the heart 
ace, discarding a club and ruffed 
away dummy’s heart deuce. He 
returned to dummy with a trump 
and ruffed the last diamond— 
then, with the stage finally set, 
he led a low club from his own 


hand. 

The bidding had told South 
that the club king lay over 
rather than under dummy’s 
queen. West,-with the diamond 
ace and high hearts, almost sure- 
ly would have opened the bidding 
with one heart if he had also 
held the club king; and East 
scarcely would have bid five dia- 
monds with nothing of value in 
spades, hearts or clubs. 

Thus, when West played the 
club seven op the lead tow 
dummy, declarer put ‘n the nire- 
spot. East won with the jack, but 
his club return could be ducked 
in the closed hand and taken by 
dummy’s queen, 

If East, after winning with the 
club jack, had returned a dia- 
.-mond, declarer would have ruffed 
while discarding a losing club 
from dummy.
